Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has presented several arguments 
against the use of the Moore (US 6148925) reference. As it appears that all of applicants arguments appear to be based on the 
applicants missunderstanding of what portion of the IVIoore reference the examiner is using in the rejection of the claims. The examiner 
agrees with applicants assesment with column 4, line 65 through column 5, line 9 but notes that this is a description of the disclosed 
invention of Moore. The examiner has based the rejection of the claims on prior art described in column 3, line 42-column 4, line 54 which 
does clearly teach the instant invention. In the passage spanning columns 3 and 4, it is taught that a "wireline" is lowered into the 
wellbore where the "wireline" Is formed of coiled tubing and a conductor that maintains its helical shape inside the coiled tubing. If the 
wireline is made of these parts and the wireline is inserted into the well then the conductor must have been placed in the coiled tubing 
prior to being towered into the wellbore. Further, the descirption of the prior art indicates that the conductor is held in its helical shape by 
fricitonat engagment with the interior of the coiled tubing which is being unlfonnally supported based on applicants definition in paragraph 
28. This passage also discloses how the "wireline" is made which is the same as the method of the instant claims. Based on the above 
discussion, the examiner is unclear as to what portion of the Moore reference that was actually relied upon does not meet the limitations of 
the instant claims.. 
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
